83. Power to remove difficulties. ( 1) If any di 
fficulty arises in giving effect to the provisions of 
this Act, the Central Government may , by order 
published in the Official Gazette , make such provi 
sions not inconsistent with the provisions of this 
Act as appear to it to be necessary or expedient 
for removing the difficulty : 


Provided that no such order shall be made after 
the expiry of a period of three years from the date 
on which this Act receives the assent of the Pre 
sident. 


80. Application of the Drugs and Cos 
metics Act, 1910 not barred . --The pro 
visions of this Act or the rules made 
thereunder shall be in addition to , and 
not in derogation of, the. Drugs and Cos 
metics Act, 1940 or the rules made there- 23 of 1940 .
